The  Council  commenced  the  erection  of  6  bungalows  and  4  houses 
on  a  new  project  at  Chapel  Gardens,  Benv/ick,  during  1964,  and  at  til 
end  of  the  year  two  cf  the  bungalows  had  been  completed  and  were 
occup i ed. 

Seven  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  four 
more  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Two  bungalows  were  erected  by  the  Isle  of  Ely  Smallholding's 
Committee  tc  replace  obsolete  dwellings  at  Stonea  and  three 
further  County  Council  dwellings  were  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

There  are  a  number  of  vacant  farm  cottages  situated  in 
isolated  areas  which  ?.re  becoming  depopulated  and  gradually 
these  houses  deteriorate  and  are  either  demolished  or  used  for 
agricultural  storage.

There  were  no  applications  submitted  for  Discretionary 
Imp rov emen t  Gran t s  in.  1964. 

During  the  s  time  period  18  applications  were  received  and 
approved  by  the  Council  for  S  andard  Grants  under  the  House 
Purchase  &  Housing  Act,  1959,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  Acts, 

1961  and  1964.  The  total  value  of  the  grants  approved  amounted 
to  £3.089.

328  inspections  were  made  of  premises  in  course  of  erection  or 
al terat i on, e tc .  under  the  Byelaws.  Tests  of  new  drains  were 
carried  out  at  49  premises.  The  Building  Byelaws  operating  in 
the  Counci  1 ; s  area  are  similar  to  the  Model  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  came  into  operation  on  the 
7th  November,  1953.

In  order  to  maintain  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  to  the 
district,  frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undgf* 
taken  during  1964  on  samples  from  the  Board's  sourceworks  and  the 
distribution  system  in  this  and  adjoining  areas.  The  results 
have  been  of  a  very  high  standard*  Many  chemical  analyses  haVe 
also  been  carried  out.

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE . 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  oldest  built-up  areas  of 
Doddington,  Wimbling  ton  and  ivlanea  are  served  by  old  combined  storm 
and  foul  sewers,  which  discharge  into  obsolete  works  or  catchpits, 
and  thence  to  dykes.  The  Great  Ouse  River  Board  has  granted 
a  four  year  consent  to  continue  these  sub-standard  outfalls,  but 
there  is  an  urgent  need  to  bring  the  sewerage  systems  for 
Doddington  and  Wimblington  up  to  date,  so  as  not  only  to  discharge 
an  effluent  in  accordance  with  the  Royal  Commission  standard,  but 
also  to  provide  sewers  in  all  areas  where  housing  development  has 
taken  place  outside  the  reach  of  the  existing  sewers. 

The  post-war  housing  estates  at  Wimblington  and  Manea  have 
been  equipped  with  modern  sewage  disposal  plants,  whilst  the  new 
housing  estate  at  Doddington  has  a  septic  tank  outfall  connected 
with  the  filter  beds  forming  part  of  the  old  sewage  disposal  v/orks 
in  the  village. 


Benwick  is  equipped  with  a  modern  sewerage  system  which  came 
into  operation  in  1963,  and  the  samples  of  effluent  are  well  up  to 
Royal  Commission  standard.  The  number  of  connections  made  to 
the  new  sewers  in  1964  was  33,  making  a  total  of  121  since  the 
scheme  came  into  operation. 

The  Contract  for  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Manea  commenced 
in  July,  196^,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £85,000  and  favoured  by  dry 
weather  conditions  right  through  the  year  good  progress  was  made 
on  laying  the  sewers,  including  several  deep  sections. 
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In  all  1,681  yards  of  6"  diameter  glazed  stoneware  drawflex  sewer 
pipes  were  laid,  together  with  the  construction  of  manholes, 
shortly  after  the  work  began  the  Council  suffered  a  great  loss  by 
the  untimely  death  of  Mr .  D.  Char leswor th,  M.C.,  A.M.I.C.E., 

M.  Inst,  iviun.  E.  ,  the  Consultant  Engineer  who  had  prepared  the 
s  cheme . 

The  majority  of  houses  which  are  situated  in  the  unsewered 
areas  of  the  District  are  provided  with  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
drainage,  and  the  Council  operates  an  emptying  service  through  a 
Contractor,  one  free  emptying  per  annum  being  allowed.  There  is 
still  a  considerable  number  of  houses  equipped  with  pail  closets 
at  Manea. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Nightsoil,  which  is  collected  by  contractors,  is  composted 
with  straw  for  use  as  manure  on  arable  land.  The  contracts 
provide  for  three  collections  of  closet  pails  per  fortnight,  the 
number  of  closets  being  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  211. 
The  number  of  pail  closets  converted  to  water  closets  in  1964  was 
41,  and  33  of  these  conversions  were  the  result  of  the  provision 
of  new  sewers  in  the  village  of  Benwick.

Cesspools  and  vaults  are  emptied  upon  request  from  occupiers 
by  one  of  the  Contractors,  who  uses  two  cesspool  emptiers  for  this 
purpose.  The  contents  are  either  discharged  over  arable  land  or 
disposed  of  at  the  nightsoil  tipping  points. 

REFUSE . 

Collection  of  household  refuse  is  made  from  the  village  areas 
once  every  fortnight  by  Contractors  by  the  kerbside  method.  Two 

outlying  areas  (Forty  Foot  Bank  in  Doddington  and  Benwick  parishes 
and  Purls  Bridge  Road,  Manea)  are  scavenged  once  every  three  months. 
Disposal  is  by  tipping  in  disused  gravel  pits,  where  the  refuse  is 
levelled  and  covered  periodically  with  soil. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  whole  of  the  Council’s  district  is  within  a  "designated 
area"  for  the  supply  of  milk,  which  in  the  main  is  distributed  by 
two  firms  operating  from  dairies  outside  the  Council's  area. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTION . 

There  are  now  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural 
District,  the  seven  butchers  who  have  shops  in  the  Area  have  the 
animals  they  purchase  slaughtered  in  the  neighbouring  Urban 
Districts  of  March  and  Chatteris.

Regulations  1955/56  has  been  distributed  to  all  food 
premises  in  the  District.  31  visits  were  made  to  food 
premises  during  the  year.  Byelaws  for  handling  food 
were  adopted  by  the  Council  in  1951  under  section' 15  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 

There  are  no  large  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  On  j  site 
licence  was  issued  during  1964  under  Section  3  and  5  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  There  were 
only  2  licensed  caravan  sites  occupied  at  the  end  of  1964. 


RODENT  CONTROL. . 


Very  few  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  rats  and 
mice.  The  Council  do  not  possess  the  necessary  s  t  ?.  f  f  to  carry 

out  rodent  des true t i on . work  other  than  that  confined  to  sewer 
dykes  ard  refuse  disposal  tips.  Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other 
work  it  is  not  possible  to  devote  much  time  to  rodent  control 
inspections,  but  all  complaints  are  investigated  and  the  opportunity 
to  check  for  the  presence  of  vermih  is  taken  when  premises  are 
visited  in  connection  with  other  matters.  Good  liaison l  is 
maintained  with  the  local  officials  of  the  Pest  Department  of  the 
Ministry  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food, 
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FACTORIES  ACTS,  7 to  1959 .
